Washington, Aug. 24.—General Otis 


has applied the Chinese exclusion laws 
to the Philippines. So the state depart- 
ment has been informed through a dip- 
lomatic 
channel. 
The 
information 


was a surprise to the authorities here, 
both state and military, as the mutter 
has been under consideration for some 
time, and it was not known that Gen- 
eral Otis hr.d put the exclusion laws 
into foree. 


The first intimation in that direction 


came in a dispatch received a few days 
ago from the Chinese consul at Manilla, 
tcliing the Chinese legation here that 
lhe exclusion Uiws against Chinese had 
l;e = n applied to the Philippines.. 
The 


Chinese cnk'iais were advised by the 
state department that any action taken 
by General Otis in applying the exclu- 
sion laws to the Philippines was not 
the result of instructions sent from 
here, but was doubtless due to an ex- 
ercise of his authority as governor gpn- 
cral of the Philippine;',. What step tha 
Chinese authorities will take has not 
IJGSII determined, as Miniver Wu Ting 
Fang is out of the city for a fsw days. 
There is little doubt, however, that he 
will seek to havo General Otis held in 
abeyance until 
the 
authorities here- 


pass the general question which has 
been under consideration between the 
two governments. 


In this connection the state depart- 


ment has received an important, letter 
from Mr. Williams, our former consul 
at Manilla, who still remains there in 
a. confidential capacity. 
He says the 


Filipinos are strongly opposed to Chi- 
nese labor, and in his opinion the ex- 
clusion of .the Chinese from the islands 
would materially aid in bringing lhe 
war to a close. He places the Chine-se 
population at 52.000, which is consider-
